Perhaps in no previous period has the subject 
of education received more attention from the masses of the people. To a 


greater extent than ever before parents are showing a real interest and | 


deep concern. They are in a questioning and questing mood, anxious to 
know whether accepted policies, systems and methods are productive of the 
best results. . 

It is also true that our schools and higher institutions of learning are 
costing more, and that the bills which have to be met by the taxpayers in 
crder to provide and maintain their school systems are mounting year by 
year, and already constitute a large percentage of the annual tax levy. The 
vast majority of taxpayers do not object to this if,—and this is the vital 
matter, they are obtaining decidedly better results in the education of the 
younger generation, and all that they have a right to expect from such 
increased expenditures. 

The higher standard of living now so universal, as contrasted with 
thirty, forty, fifty years ago, has the effect of enabling parents to give their 
children high school and university training to an extent hitherto unknown. 
Tens of thousands of children now proceed to high school, collegiates, and 
colleges who not so long ago would have completed their academic training 
when the’ finished with public school. And the demand is for still greater 
lacilities for secondary education, especially for those resident in rural areas 
and the smaller hamlets and villages scattered all over the land.

First Shipment To Be Made From 
Montreal Shortly 

Thirty-two thousand quarters of 
| grain will be shipped from Montreal 
to India in the near future at a car-

When an ap- 
peal comes from any Dominion 
overseas, it is referred to a commit- 
tee of the Privy Council, in order 
that it may advise His Majesty 
whether a grievance exists, 

“That tribunal,” the speaker said, | 
“is not merely one of English judges. 
I have run into cases. before the 
council where there was not an 
English judge sitting. Commonly 
judges from England, Scotland,
